Vast Graveyard 
When Fight Ends 


Writer Describes Scenes 


After Belgians Drive 
Back Germans. 


[BY CABLE TO THE nao TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, 4%. 17, 8 6. m—P. J. 
Phillip, the Daily Neue correapond- 
ent in Brussels, gende the following firat 
detailed battle story: 

Across the battlefield of Diest there 
ia a brown stretch of harrowed ground 
half a furlong in length. R is the grave 
of 1.200 Germans who fell in the fight on 
Wednesday. All over the field there are 
other graves, some of Germans, some of 
Belgians, and some of horees. 

When I reached the place this after - 
noon, peasants with long mattocks and 
spades were turning up the soil. For 
two full days they bad been at the work 
of burial. 

“They were sick at heart. Their corn 
is ripe for the outting im the battiefield, 
but little of it will be harvested. The dark 
paths in their turnip fields are sodden 
with the blood of men and horsee. 

Engage in Fierce Fighting. 

“The bettleground should be called 
Haelen rather then Diest, for it was in 
and through and behind the little village 
of Haelen that the deadly test of strength 
took piace. 

“The result. hae been eiready stated. 
e Germans lost three-fitthe of their 
force of 6,000 men. Two thousand were 
killed, 800 were wounded, and 300 were 
taken prisonefs. 

“Zo fat es numbers go, the fight wae 
small compared with che enormous arm- 
tes in the field; but there ie ample evi- 
dence that it was fierce and out of pro- 
portion to its sige. 

“The battleground is roughly three 
miles long. Near d is the village 
of Heelen, which held on Tuceday 
morning by the Belgian troops. On Tues- 
day afternoon it was attacked by 4 large 
body of Ublans, artillery and infantry, 
and it was entered late in the evening. 

The ground on that side still wes occu- 


1 by German troops; in fact, the Ger- 


man outposts were reported only a mile 
distant while we were in the vilege, 0 1 
was unable to examine the ground. 


Ruins in the Village. 

“Traces of the fighting in the village 
and aurroundings were only too clear. 
The walls are pierced by bullet holes and 
the windows are all broken. The church 
spire stands halt uncovered, the work of 
a passing bell, and the clock 10 wrenched 
from its place. 

“The Belgian troops retired at night 
across the railway track and road and 
some open fields sloping towards the vil- 
lage to a position in the wood about a mile 
and a half distant. There they placed 
their gums. 

“The Germans had to come into the 


open country by three routes, one over 


the little bridge slong the road, enother 
to the left behind the wood, and the third 
to the right in the shelter of the wood and 
a low lying lane. 

“The Germans chose the latter course. 
Over the bridge they had come in a solid 
column and the machine guns masked in 
the wood mowed them down like corn. 
Probably—but none of my informants 
were sure—the attack failed completely. 
At least there were most of the dead 
beside the bridge. 


One Charge Nearly Succeeds. 

“The charge of the hundred Uhians 
who were held in check for @ short time 
by seventeen Belgians at the corner 
seems, however, to have come near suc- 
cess. The derelict helmets and lances 
that covered the field show the charge 
pressed well up to the guns and to the 
trenches in the turnip fields where the 
Beigian soldiers lay.

OF VICTORIES 
OVER GERMANS 


Its Troops Won All 
Along Line.

FIGHT NEAR NAMUR 


{By Cable te The Tribune. } 

PARIS, Aug. 17, 5 a. m.—Official au- 
nouncements from the ministry of war 
assert the French army has advanced 
all along the battle front. They tell of 
many successes in clashes with thé Ger- 
mans. 

The French are said to have won vie- 
tories at Dinant, south of Namur: at 
Sainte Marie-aux-Mines, at Blamont 
and Cirey, and in the Schirmeck valley. 

The French army which is operating 
from the heights of the Vosges moun- 
tains also continues its advance. It has 
retaken the town of Thann. 


ADVANCE OF FRENCH TROOPS. 

The oficial statement issued last night 

said: 
A forward movement developed to- 
day all along the front from Rechicourt 
(Rizingen), in Lorraine, eleven miles 
southwest of Saarsbourg, to Sainte 
Maric-aux-Mines. We carried the lat- 
ter and advanced into the region of 
Saint Blaise. 

“The French troops who occupied 
Donon on Saturday continued to ad- 
vance, their progress being especially 
rapid in the Schirmeck valley. We have 
taken 1,000 prisoners in addition to the 
500 on Friday. Large quantities of 
equipment were abandoned by the Ger- 
mans; we have also captured this. 
“We pushed as far as Lorquin 
height, capturing a convoy, belonging 
to a cavalry division, consisting of nine 
teen Au- mobiles. 

DESCKIBES FIGHT AT DINANT. 

“The Germans attacked Dinant. 
Their force consisted of a guard di- 
vision and the first cavalry division 
supported. by several battalions of in- 
faatry and machine gun companies. 
When these forces appeared on the 
left bank the French attacked with 
great vigor and dash. 

“The Germans soon gave way and 
recrossed the Meuse in great disorder. 
Many who failed to reach the bridge 
slipped down the steep bank and fell 
into the swiftly flowing river and were 
drowned. 

„ Profiting by the disorder, a French 
light cavalry regiment followed over 
the river and pursued the Germans for 
many miles. This regiment put to 
flight and drove before it greatly su- 
perior forces of German cavalry.” 


WAR OFFICE ANNOUNCEMENT. 

‘The official announcement in regard to 
the fighting at Oirey says: 

“The French have succeeded in driv- 
ing farther back the Bavarian corps 
which had already retreated near Cirey. 

“Germans taken prisoners after the 
battle at Magienne and Billom declared 
that the French fire demoralized them. 
A number of Poles captured asserted 
that they sought to be taken. 

“Some of the Germans declared the 
war absurd, and said that it had been 
opposed in numerous cities.

Shooting Near Theater.

Moreover, it is pointed out that 
Germany is making preparations 
day and night at Kiau-Chau, 
where it is storing provisions, 
while its warships are scouring 
the seas of eastern Asia, to the 
great detriment of commerce, and 
that its converted cruisgrs are 
seizing English merchant vessels.

If such a course has been de- 
termined on it is not believed 
here that anything the United 
States can say will have the 
slightest effect on the main fact 
of the British program. 

That the United States may 
help China, however, is consid- 
ered quite possible. The exemp- 
tion of the treaty ports from be- 
coming the scenes of hostilities has been 
regarded here as the proper objective 
of any disinterested action by the United 
States. This is in part the suggestion 
made by the Chinese government, and 
an agreement among the belligerents 
which would leave China undisturbed 


would unquestionably be most grateful- 
ly received at Peking. 


A WAR OF REVENGE? 

That the Japanese have been deliber- 
ately preparing the world for its en- 
trance into the conflict is the conclusion 
reached ‘here, following a_ series of 
statements by Japanese in all parts of 
th«-world, during the last few days. 
Japanese have taken pains‘ to point 
out that their people have not forgotten 
how they were robbed of the fruits of 
their victory over Chira in 1894 by the 
deliberate interference of the German 
emperor, which delayed for ten years 
Japanese ownership of Corea. 
We have fought the Russian and can 
be good friends with him,” Japanése 
pay. “ We do not blame the French for 
any past misunderstanding. The Brit- 
ish are our allies. But we can neither 
forget nor forgive what Germany did.” 
Statements such as these, coming t 
from responsible Japanese, have’ had

Japan’s resources are far greater, as 
its warships and armies are all concen-

Japan’s naval stations in southern 
Korea are within.350.miles of Kiau- 
Chau, and the chief naval depots, ar- 
senals and naval and military bases io 
Japan are within 800 miles of Kiau-Chau. 

It is hardly more than a day’s sail 
for the fleet, and .ransports convoyed by 
warships could make the passage in three 
or four days from the time of concentra- 
tion and embarkation at Japanese ports. 

There are about 1,200 United States 
marines and infantrymen stationed at 
Peking. Maj. Dion Williams commands 
the 335 marines and the infautrymen are 
under Col. John C. Tillson. 

MAY EXTEND ACTIVITIES. 

Japanese naval experts took the view 
today that Japanese activities would be 
confined entirely to the far east, at least 
for the present. 

But it was declared that in the event of 
war between Japan and Germany Ja- 
pan's field of activity would not neces- 
sarily be confined to the far east, as its 
fleet and forces would be available if 
any occasion required for operation in 
conjunction with its ally iu western wa- 
ters, including the honie tiie: of Ger- 
ma nx. 

HERE ARE JAPANESE PLANS. 

The first objective of the Japanese, 
of course, will. be the German naval 
equadron, and its base at Tsing Tau, 
with the obvious purpose of destroying 
first the large German commerce in the 
far east and subsequently taking over 
the Chinese port of Tsing Tau and vicin- 
ity which the Germans hold under a 
ninety-nine year lease from China. 

There is little doubt here that Japan 
can accomplish these two objects easily, 
particularly as it will have the consider- 
able British forces in the orient, and 
whatever the French and Russians have 
there, to help ‘it. 

Successful accomplishment of these 
two objectives would inevitably mean 
the destruction of the powerful German 
interests in China and deal to its com- 
mercial intercourse with the far east 
a blow from which it would require years 
to recover, thus giving Japan an even 
larger contro! and a freer hand in China. 


U. 8. EYES ON JAPAN. 

Of. nearer concern to the United 
States, however, is the thought of what 
Japan may choose to do in the Pacific. 

Germany has several island posses- 
sions in the Pacific. It shares the Sa- 
moas wich the United States and has 
considerable holdings in the Carolines, 
Ladrones, Marshalls, Bismarck group, 
Kaiser Wilhelm’s land in New Guinea, 
and the Pelews, the Caroline and Pelew 
gtoups being on a line between Hawai! 
and the Philippines. 

There is not the slightest doubt here 
that Japan could take AM. these island 
possessions f rom Germany with the 
greatest ease. The only estion is 
whether it cares to extend its possessions 
in the oppesite direction from its chief 
interests—Corea, Manchuria, and China. 


WAR OF RACES? 

One prediction made here tonight is 
that the entry of Japan will redouble 
the assertions from Germany that 
the kaiser is leading in the fight to pre- 
serve western civilization from the 
“ semi-civilized’” Slavs and orientalis. 

Denunciation of England as the en- 
courager of war, between the white and 
yellow races will, it is declared, cer- 
tainly follow the'participation of Japan 
in the wars against Germany. It is 
believed that renewed appeals for the 
sympathy of the United States, almost 
the only remainjng neutral power in the 
great conflict, will be made upon this 
ground, aud with considerable pasapect

San Diego, Cal., Aug. 16.—That the 
Japanése armored cruiser Idzumo will 
not remain in port here for more than 
twenty-four hours was announced to- 
night by Capt. Mariyama of the warship. 
Capt. Mariyama said he had received 
orders from Tokio ordering him te be 
ready to sail upon thirty minutes notice. 

Capt. Mariyama admitted that he did 
not believe the Idmuza would return to 
Japan for some time.

fensive alliance between Japan 
and Great Britain, under which 
Japan has now issued an ulti- 

matum to Germany, became available 

here today and is as follows: 

Agreement of Alliance Between the 

United Kingdom and Japan, Signed at 

London July 13, 1911: 


PREAMBLE. 

The goveinment of Great Britain and 
the government of Japan, having in view 
the important changes which have taken 
place in the situation since the conclusion 
of the Anglo-Japanese agreement of the 
‘12th of August, 1905, and believing that 
a revision of that agreement responding 
to such changes would contribute to gen- 
eral stability and repose, have agreed 
upon the following stipulations to replace 
the agreement above mentioned, such 
stipulations having the same object as 
the sald agreement, namely: 

[A] The consolidation and maintenance 
of the general peace in the regione of 
eastern Asia and of India. 

IBI] The preservation of the don 
interests uf all powers in China by ineur- 
ing the independence and integrity of the 
Chinese empire and the principle of equal 
opportunities for the commerce and in- 
dustry of all nations in China. 

[C The maintenance of the territorial 
rights of the high contracting parties in 
the regions of eastern Asia and of India 
and the defense of their special interests 
in the said regions. 


ARTICLE I, 


It is agreed that whemever, in the opin- 
fon of either Great Britain or Japan, any 
of the rights and interests referred to in 
the preamble of this agreement are in 
jeopardy, the two governments will com- 
municate with one another fully and 
frankly, and will eonsider in common the 
measures which should be taken to safe- 
guard those menaced rights or Interests. 
ARTICLE II. 
If by reason of unprovoked attack or 
aggressive action, wherever arising, on 


ithe part of any power or powers, either 


high contracting party should be involved 
in war in defense of ite territorial rights 
or special interests mentioned in the pre- 


amble of this agreement, the other high 
contracting party will at once come to the 
assistance of its ally, and will conduct 
the war in common, and make peace in 
mutual agreement with it. 

ARTICLE III. 

The high contractirg parties agree that 
neither of them will, without consulting 
the other, enter into separate arrange- 
ments with another power to the prej- 
udice of the objects described in the pre- 
amble of this agreement. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Should either high contracting party 
conclude a treaty of general arbitration 
with a third power, it is agreed that aoth- 
ing in this agreement shall entail upon 
such contracting party an obligation to 
go to war with the power with whom such 
treaty of arbitration is in force. 


ARTICLE V. 

The conditions under which armed as- 
sistance shall be afforded by either pow- 
er to the other in the circumstances men- 
tioned in the present agreement, and the 
means by which such assistance is to be 
made avaliable, will be arranged by the 
naval and military authorities of the high 
contracting parties, who will from time to 
time consult one another fully and freely 
upon all questions of mutual interest. 


ARTICLE VI. 

The present agreement shall come into 
effect immediately after the date of Its 
signature, and rerhain in force for ten 
years from that date. 

In case neither of the high contracting 
partics should have notified, twelve 
months before the, expiration of the eaid 
ten years, the intention of terminating it, 
it shall remain binding until the expira- 
tion of one year from the day on which 
either of the high contracting parties shall 
have denounced it. But, if, when the 
date fixed for its expiration arrives, either 
ally is actually engaged in war, the 
alliance shall, ipso facto, continue until 
peace is concluded.

U BEGIN TODAY 


Packing Corporations and 
Books to Be Called Before 
Federal Grand Jury. 


The forces of three different branches 
of government—nation, state, and city— 
will start warfare on wartime food prices 
. * a 

It wii de the object of the various 
branches of government to force down the 
price of foodstuffs or prosecute firms or 
individuals responsible for the recent 
sudden advances in the price of eatables. 

At least one branch of the government 
the city council—will consider teg'sia- 
tion providing for the punishment of 
dealers who make the European war an 
excuse for advancing food prices beyond 
réason. 

The most searching inquiry into the 
present high prices will de prosecuted 
by the federal government under the di- 
tection of United States District Attorney 
James H. Wilkerson. Mr. Wilkerson will 
start taking the testimony of packers, 
wholesalers of groceries and retailers 
before a special grand jury this morn- 
ing. 


Corporations Are - Subpoenaed. 

Government investigators for several 
days have been obtaining information in 
relation to what appears to be a con- 
certed advance in the price of meats. 
Heads of the large packing companies ot 
Chicago will appear as witnesses. Sev- 
eral of them have promised to appear of 
their own volition without the process 
of a subpcena, it is said. Subpcenas will 
probably be issued for the books of the 
concerns that the grand jury may ascer- 
tain what they show as to the operations 
of the packers since the war began. 
Shipping clerks, buyers, and managers of 
the various departments are expected to 
appear with the books.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—[Special.] 
At would seem to need a great statesman 
and a great financief, first of all, to deal 
adequately with the South American op- 
portunity. 

Before everything else South America 
needs money with which to build rail- 
roads, wharves, docks and other public 
works. It needs great investments of 
foreign capital to make possible the de- 
velopment of its enormous natural re- 
sources—just as in earlier days the Uhit- 
ed States drew from Europe the money 
with which our oon transportation sys- 
tem was constructed and our own great 
country opened to commerce and agricul- 
ture. 

Heretofore foreign davestmente—~inetit- 
ing government loans—have come chiefly 
from England. France and to a lesser ex- 
tent, Germany. Now the money bags of 
Europe are closed. Before the war is 
over they are likely to be almost empty. 
At any rate the supply of money for for- 
eign investment will not be large, 


Chance for South America, 

But with Europe turned from produc- 
tion to destruction there is all the more 
reason why South America should hasten 
the development of ite own resources 
and take a stronger and more important 
place in the world of trade. 

In financing the devolepment of South 
America lies the greatest opportunity 
before the United States. 

To handle financial negotiations of such 
a magnitude with fairness to all the par- 
ties concerned is a task for a big man. 

If in the present crisis the United States 
and South America join hands, financial- 
ly, it follows inevitably that there will 
be a great increase dt trade between the 
two continents. 

It should be possible for a statesman. 
of proper caliber te arrange new. and 
comprehensive reciprocity treaties with 
such countries as Brazil, for instance— 
which has the highest tariff in the world 
—under which the manufactured products 
of the United States might find a vastly 
enlarged market 


Peace Loan? Why Not? 
Instead of arranging a war loan for 
France, why not provide, under proper 
safeguards, a peace loan for one of the 

great South American republics?

No firm should attack the problem at 
ali unless it le prepared for a somewhat 
slow and expefisive campaign.

GERMANS FORGE AHEAD. 

LONDON, Aug. 17, 5 a. m.—Despite 
the repeated repulses which they have 
suffered, the German battalions continue 
to move forward for a decisive encoun- 
ter, which cannot be delayed much 
longer. 

While there has been a lull in the fight- 
ing in northern Belgium the invaders 
are sweeping along the valley of the 
Meuse, south of Namur, and have 
reached Dinant, where part of a 
strong French force, which is estab- 
lished behind that town, took the of- 
fensive and defeated them. 

The incident shows that the French 
crossed the Belgian frontier to join hands 
with their allies not a moment too soon. 
All along the Alsace-Lorraine frontier 
the advance guards of the two opposing 
armies have come into contact and, ac- 
cording to French official reports, the 
Germans have been driven back every- 
where with loss. 


DESCRIBES FIGHT AT DINANT. 

An account of the fighting south of 
Namur given in a Sunday Times dis- 
patch says German cavalry occupied a 
portion of the town of Dinant, on the left 
bank of the Meuse, fifteen miles south of 
Namur. 

French infantry coming from the 
north with machine guns, however, drove 
them out of the town. The fight was 
principally an artillery affair. 

The French gradually drove the Ger- 
mans back, until late in the afternoon 
they were about ten miles south of Di- 
nant, pursued by mounted rifles and in-

FIGHT A BRILLIANT ONB. 

A dispatch from Paris says the fight 
et Blamont and Cirey was a partic- 
ularly brilliant one.

It probably was writ- 
ten on the eve of the battle in the hope 
that it would reach its destination if the 
writer died. This is the translation: 
„Sweetheart, fate in this present 
war has treated us more cruelly than 
many others If I have not lived to 
create for you the happiness of which 
both our hearts dreamed, remember 
that my sole wish ie now that you 
should be happy. Forget me and 
create for yourself some happy home 
that may restore to you some of the 
greater pleasures of life. For myself, 

I shall have died happy in the thought 

of your love. My last thought hae 

been for you and for thoee I leave at 
home. Accept this last kies from him 
who loved you. 

“The signature, I think, ia Betienn, 
and on the back is a postscript saying that 
if his photographs should cause her un- 
happiness she should return them to his 
parents. 

“Tt la significant that all the German 
prisoners believed they were in France. 
The deception, ft appears, was merely to 
encourage their attack, and the twelve 
hundred dead in the harrowed field died 
without knowing who or what they were

System Leads to Failure.

while the Belgian soldiers are cleverly

Few Could Rout Corps.

Cable messages indi- 
cated that hundreds of Chicago tourists 
gre on their way to the United States or 
have booked passage on boats sailing in 
the near future. Thé activities of the 
United States government and of relief 
committees have resulted in the an- 
pouncement that transportation for ref- 
ugees will be furnished at all important 
foreign ports. 


Refugees Tell of Thrills. 

Stories of thrills and hardships were 
brought to Chicago yesterday by return- 
ing tourists. Among the arrivals were 
Mr. and Mrs. A. G. Scherer of 4120 Wash- 
ington boulevard, Dr. Wilhelm E. Krieger 
of 4851 Washington boulevard, Dr. and 
Mrs. William R. Parkes of Evanston, 
Miss Dorothy Scudder, also of Evanston, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Small of 1036 
Broadway. 

The war rudely interrupted the honey- 
moon of Mr. and Mrs. Small. They were 
married about two months ago and 
Started om a tour of Europe. Yesterday 
they returned to Chicago—minus all their 
baggage. 

We had been in England and France,“ 
said Mr. Small, but it happened that 
We were in Ireland when the situation 
grew serious. We rushed to Kingston 
and fortunately obtained passage on the 
Celtie, I got the last berth available.” 


In Cologne at Outbreak. 

Dr. Krieger was in Cologne, Germany, 
when the war cloud became threatening. 
He was with a party of four—Mr. and 
Mrs. Scherer, Dr. O. B. Smith, and 
Charles E. Glessner. The last two named 
are still in London. 

“On Aug. 2 the hotels in Cologne were 
closed and we were given notice to ‘ ge! 
out,“ “ said Dr. Krieger. ‘*‘ The govern- 
ment wanted the hotels for military quar- 
ters. The same day we saw them in- 
Malling rapid fire guns in the dome of the 
cathedral. 

“In London we were unable to get re- 
funds on our tickets or to cash our trav- 
gers“ checks. I had an American $5 bill 
Which I exchanged for English money 
Worth $4.25. The five of us had to live 
that amount for twenty-four hours. 

Wo obtained two tickets for the Phila- 
delphia, and I got on board by means 
ofa ruse. Mr. and Mrs. Scherer went 
ahead of me and then Mrs. Scherer turned 
and said: ‘Here doctor, I have your 
ticket.’ 

“ With the exception of Mrs. Scherer we 
dad no berths. Mr. Scherer and I slept 
any place we could find. During the en- 
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commission were reported by wireless to 
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the steamship Virginian. They were due 
to arrive in Quebec late in the day. The 
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tire journey from Cologne to New Tork 
I wore my clothes night and day.”

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CHICAGO WOMAN TELLS 
OF THRILLING FIGHT. 


Mrs. Hanna Butler Arrives in Bos- 
ton After Stirring Adventure in 
Switzerland—Lost Her Baggage. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—A 
thrilling story of how she got out of 
Switzerland on five minutes’ notice was 
told by Mrs. Hanna Butler, a Chicago 
woman, who, with hundreds of tourisi 
refugees from Europe, arrived here this 
afternoon on the steamship Canopic of 
the White Star line from Naples. 

With W. R. Hull and his wife and Miss 
Mary Harris of Peoria, III., Mrs. Butler, 
who lives at the Auditorium hotel in Chi 
cago, was in Lugano attending a concert 
in the largest theater in the place. Sud- 
denly a messenger appeared on the stage 
and announced that if any Americans in 
the audience wanted to leave the country 
the last train would start in five mihutes. 

“Did we hurry?” said Mrs. Butler. 
“Talk about Americans hustling! We 
showed the Swiss how it was done when 
American really is in earnest. We 
rushed to our hotel two doors away and 
literally threw what clothing we coul 
into a suit case. We lost all our bag- 
gage, but we got away ourselves.“ 
Mrs. Butler and her party were stopped 
several times on the way to Naples by 
soldiers but after delays were permitted 
to continue to the Italian port, where 
they boarded the Canopic three minutes 
before the liner pulled out to sea.

FALMOUTH. England Aug. 16.—The

Meet British and French Boats. 

Assistant Secretary of War Henry 8. 
Breckenridge, who is acting as the direct 
representative of the government, said 
two warships were sighted, one English 
and the other French. They steamed rap- 
idly in the direction of the Tennessee, but 
when they observed the American flag 
the admiral aboard the British ship fired 
a salute. 

The Tennessee has on board more than 
$5,000,000 in gold, a small amount of 
which will be distributedin London. The 
remainder ie destined to help stranded 
Americans on the continent. The gold for 
London will be dispatched by train to- 
morrow morning. 

The Tennessee and North Carolina will 
proceed on Tusday, calling first at Cher- 
bourg. The cruisers will then separate 
and proceed to different points. 


Americans Can Leave Germany. 

LONDON, Aug. 16.-A dispateh from 
Berlin, via Copenhagen, states that the 
return of the Americans homeward will 
now proceed more speedily, as railway 
traffic is becoming more regular from aii 
the larger centers of Germany. 

A flood of travelers will start in a few 
days. On Monday a special train will 
leave Hamburg for Holland with 00 
Americans. Other refugees will proceed 
on three trains, each carrying 400 per- 
eons. 

Sixty Americans will leave Munich for 
Holland on Monday. A train from Berlin 
for Holland on Wednesday will carry 400 
Americans, including sixty from Dres- 
den. 

Americans in Frankfort and Bad Nau- 
heim will leave for Holland in ordinary 
trains, four of which will depart daily.

Shall Austria-Hungary be held responsible be- 
cause it was forced to recognize the daring of the 
Slavic attacks upon its dynasty and its territorial 
integrity? The belief that the Austrian government 
is an illiberal government and that its autocracy is 
hurtful would hardly go to the length of denying it 

the right to protect itself against attack. Would 
Great Britain have accepted calmly the assassination 
of the crown prince by a German student, when back 
of the student was found an organization of Ger- 
man military men, supported by German opinion 
and German ambitions?

THE MASTERY OF PEACE. 
From the New York Worid.] 

Facts rule the world. Facts are fortune to 
those who recognize them. Three facts at this 
moment appeal mightily to the United States. 
With the formal organization yesterday of the 
federal reserve board this country has an as- 
surance for the first time in its history of a 
banking and currency system just, powerful, 
scientific, sound. There is tg be no more crazy in- 
flation. There is to be no more political or specu- 
lative finance. There is to be no more monop- 
oly of credit or of money. On the good faith 
and the true wealth of the republic, fairly safe- 
“uarded and made available not to a few but to 
all, our business transactions are now to be 
based. 
Bottomed on this rock, American enterprise 
finds itself challenged at’ once by world-wide 
commercial demoralization resulting from a con- 
tinental war in Europe. As a result of these 
hostilities thousands of ships have been swept 
from the seas. Exchange is destroyed. Industry 
is halted. Trade is paralyzed. Yet markets once 
closed to us have opened. The channels of com- 
munication with the Orient, with South America, 
with Europe itself, long almost unknown to our 
shipping enterprise, abandoned by those who 
recently controlled them, invite us to enter. 
This week the Panama canal, constructed by the 
United States at a cost of hundreds of millions, 
will be ready for use. It is open to all on equal 
terms, but a beneficent fortune has decreed that 
the nation whose generosity and whose far- 
sighted vision pierced the isthmus may be, if it 
will, the one to receive its first and its richest 
rewards. While Europe abandons commerce to 
make its awful sacrifices to war gods and war 
lords, we are urged by every consideration of 
self-interest, as well as by our colossal invest- 
ment in behalt ot international trade, to put the 
canal to the most urgent and most profitable 
uses of peace. 

These are three momentous facts, indeed, all 
harmonizing, all cobrdinating toward a great end: 
but there is another which was not foreseen. 
War has silenced faction among neutrale no less 
than among belligerents. In respect of certain 
great economic problems the people of the United 
States are in more complete accord today than

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Dean Johnson evidently believes that Germany 
has long been anticipating and preparing for the 
war. He calls attention especially to the increase 
in the gold holdings of the Imperial Bank of 
Germany from $194,000,000 at the beginning of 
1918 to $336,000,000 on July 17, 1914. 

“Following the lead of Germany the banks of 
France and Russia also piled up vast stocks of 
gold,” he says. This extraordinary pressure for 
gold on the part of the great governmental banks 
of Europe, beginning early in 1913, is regarded as 
highly significant by those who believe that one 
of the world powers deliberately planned and 
promoted this war.” 

~~. 


Dean Johnson sees opportunities for the United 
States, both in extending our financial influence 
and in building our export trade. 80 far as ex- 
ports are concerned. however, he emphasizes the 
difficulties of breaking into new markets, even if 
they may be temporarily left open. As to the 
opportunities of American financiers he says: 
“New York is today the financial capital of the 
world. Up to the outbreak of the war the current 
of international trade flowed through London, and 
the London bill of exchange was the accepted 
standard of payment the world over. But the 
terrible finger of war has been laid upon the impos- 
ing financial structures of Europe and they have 
shriveled under its touch. 
“It is likely that, the bankers of South Amer- 
ica and thé orient will increase their deposits in 
New York—the only safe haven for the moment— 
and the New York bill of exchange will tempo- 
rarily take the place of the London bill. 

2 
“New York bankers have no desire to take ad- 
vantage of the difficulties of their English 
brethren, and in the long run it is to be hoped 
that London will regain her financial strength and 
prestige. Yet there is likely to be a residue of 
permanent. gain for American bankers and ex- 
porters. Enduring financial and trade relations 
with many countries now almost closed to Amer- 
ican products will be established. | 
“For the present, however, we are confronted 
by a closed market for securities, with no definite 
prospect of its belng reopened. Broadly speaking, 
only hand to mouth financing is possible. 
“New projects, therefore, or any other large 
capital expenditures are out of the question. 
Construction that has already been financed may 
be carried on and there may be isolated cases of 
new financing, but they will be exceptional.” 

—so- 
American and Canadian banking conditions, in 
Dean Johnson's opinion, are sound. He says: 
“Fortunately the war broke out toward the 
close of a period of liquidation. American and 
Canadian craft in the financial seas were already 
steering cautiously and with shortened sail. If 
the storm had burst in a period of expansion its 
effect would have been far worse. 
“The Aldrich-Vreeland bill, which permits banks 
to take out emergency note circulation secured by 
deposits of commercial paper, is a wise measure 
of relief, in so far as it permits the free move- 
ment of our grain crop without imposing an un- 
necessary strain on bank reserves. Like other 
measures of relief, however, it contains possibili- 
ties of abuse and danger. Any tendency toward 
inflation of the currency should be carefully 
watched and prevented.” 

— 
Dean Johnson finds few precedents in European 
history that are of value. His summing up of 
the present situation is as follows: 
“Vaster, more intricate, and more rapid read- 
justments of industry are now called for than at 
any previous period in modern history. 
“The general expectation is that the war will 
be short, but there is no clear cut line of reason- 
ing that leads to that conclusion, Assuming that 
the German empire is well stocked with provisions 
and is able to raise its own food supplies for 
next year behind protected frontiers, and assum- 
ing that England and France are able to command 
the seas and bring in foodstuffs from abroad, the 
war may be indefinitely prolonged. Rear Admiral 
Mahan has expressed the opinion that it will be a 
long war. Additional light probably will be thrown 
on this vital question by the events of the next 
few weeks. 
“A striking feature the situation is the 
uneven influence of the war on American indus- 
tries. We probably shall see, if the situation 
continues, certain industries and commercial or 
ganizations working at top speed and making 
enormous profits, while beside them will be the 
empty offices and deserted factories of other indus-

50,000,000, another 32,000,000, a third 27,-

The temperature of the milk ranged 
from 60 to 75 degrees. The cows are not 
tuberculin tested. No effort is made to 
protect the milk from typhoid, tubereu- 
losis, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or septic 
sore throat bacteria.

UGUST THYSSEN, the veteran 
German ironmaster, one of the 
most powerful captains of indus- 
try in Germany, has been hard hit 
by the present war, which, he de- 

clares, could have been avoided if Eng- 
land had been represented at the court 
of the kaiser by the president of some 
great English steamship company and if 
Germany had been in the same way rep- 
resented at the court of St. James by some 
great Rhenish-Westphalian ironmaster 
or manufacturer. 

An ardent advocate of the internation- 
alism of commerce, he possesses huge 
mines, iron worka docks and even har- 
bors in British India, France, and Rus- 
sia, all of which have now been taken pos- 
session of by the governments of these 
three countries as property belonging to 
the German enemy, while if Holland gets 
dragged into the fray in spite of its en- 
dea vors to preserve its neutrality his new- 
ly acquired docks and shipbuildng works 
at Viaardingen, near Rotterdam, likewise 
will be lost to him.

These he obtained through the agency 
of the German legation at The Hague, in 
behalf of the Vulcan Iron and Shipbuild- 
ing company, which he owns, and had 
given a contract for the construction of 
a large bew harbor with a depth of 
twenty-seven feet; also of a dry dock big 
enough to hold a battleship, and huge 
wharves. He likewise had arranged for 
the building of a lofty wall around the 
entire property, so as to insure complete 
privacy, the inference naturally being 
that it was intended not se much for com- 
mercial purposes as for the repairing and” 
coaling of German warships. 
His mines and tron works in France are 
situated at Montigny and. Maizieres, while 
his headquarters and his docks in France 
are at Caen. His principal base in Rus- 
sia is at Nikolaieff, on the Black sea, 
where he owns virtually everything in 
sight. He admits England is the prin- 
cipal rival of Germany in the struggle 
for the world’s markets, but always has 
considered that they could remain rivals 
without becoming foes, Indeed, he has 
strongly favored an industrial alliance de- 
tween them, and has argued that polit- 
ical friendship inevitably would follow 
in ite wake.

Any employé who is the head of a family 
has an exemption from garnishment of $15 a 
week on filing with you an affidavit setting out 
that he is the head of a family and that he re- 
sides with the same. On the receipt of such 
an affidavit you may pay wages due up to §15 
a week If you have a further amount of 
wages on hand which ts due the employé at 
the time of the service of the notice you should 
not pay this over to the employé for five days 
after the service of the notice. This is the 
time allowed the creditor to bring suit. If no 
euit is started within five days you can pay the 
wages to the employé. If a suit is started 
you should answer to the court the amount of 
wages which you hold and advise the employé 
to appear and present any defense which he 
may have to the claim.

Guards at Daybreak. 

The sleepy guards of the Wright Ri- 
tes greeted the break of day from the 
still smoking ruins of the bungalow over- 
looking Hillside valley and the Wisconsin 
river. 

A bloodhound brought for a man hunt 
which ended with the discovery of the 
slayer hidden in the furnace among the 
ruins lumbered to his feet and shook the 
chain that tethered him to the quaint 
artistry of the Schloss gate. The 
pound sniffed uneasily at the ground at 
his feet—the spot where five lives were 
taken the ay before—and bayed at the 
dawn. 

Routine of Day Begins. 

Down across the valley of Wright's 
lancecaped Eden kingdom a farmhand 
drove a herd of prize cows to the milking 
sheds to the tinkling accompaniment of 
the bell cow's music. A turtledove set up 
a melody of doleful notes from an over- 
hanging pine. A cock sparrow as vocif- 
erous and cosmopolitan as his city bred 
brothers set up a row in the trampled 
ossia. The routine of the day had begun 
in the valley. 

Hundreds ficcked to the borders of the 
“love bungalow estate in automobiles 
and carriages. Countrymen errived be- 
fore nightfall with heavy rifles, stood 
guard, and only officials or those bearing 
written permits from Frank Lioyd Wright 
were admitied. A great crowd gathered 
atthe big tron gate in the stone wall at 
the main «entrance to the estate. 


Wright and Cheney Eat. 

A quarter of a mile away Frank Lioyd 
Wright and Edwin H. Cheney, the soul- 
mate husband and the husband-who-was, 
rose from a night of restless naps and 
matches of sleep to meet at breakfast at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Andrew T. 
Porter, Wright's sister. It was a meal 
of tedious, half hearted attempts at eat- 
ing and few words. 

Separately Mr. Wright and Mr. Cheney 
walked over the trail to the bungalow and 
stirred about the ruins. 

Here and there the sight of shattered 
burned treasures caught the eye of 
Wright. He stopped and pulled a broken 
plece of a porcelain vase from the ashes. 

“Satsuma, 8250 in Japan,“ he said, as 
though addressing himself. A lump of 
crumbling mortar rattled down, stirring 
a pile of crinkly ashes exposing a pile of 
burned scraps bright with color. He fin- 
geted them over and then let them flutter 
away inthe hreeze. They were the frag- 
ments of what had been a fortune in rare 
old Japanese prints. 


Intends to Rebuild. 

Bareheaded, hie long gray sprinkled 
hair tangled, and in the suit in which he 
hurried away from his Chicago office, 
Wright pursued his inventory of loss. 

“I will rebuild it all, every line of it, as 
it was before when he 

His voice died and he stood musing. 
“This is home.” A broken dahlia stem 
at the edge of a flower border attracted 
hisattention. He lifted the crushed flow- 
er, pinched the earth about it, and gave 
ita new lease of life. He cast a glance 
at the ugly rust red stains in the path 
and strode away. ; 

In the afternoon at the Porter home 
there was a half whispered conversation 
between Mr. Wright and Mr. Cheney. 
The question of the disposal of the bodies 
of their dead, the exiled “‘ Mamah of the 
Hills,” and her children, John and Mar- 
tha, was to be settled. 


Cheney Tells of Wish Long Ago. 

Once, years ago, Cheney ventured, 
“she said that if anything ever happens 
to the children I want their bodies cre- 
mated. I will take the bodies of the chil- 
dren to Chicago to fulfill that wish.“ 

No word was spoken between the men 
concerning Mrs. Borthwick. Mr. Cheney 
took the position that he has assumed 
through the years of unconventional ro- 
mance of his wife and the other man, that 
concerning her he had nothing to say. 

It was not recalled at this conference 
that Mrs. Porthwick had ever expressed 
& desire in connection with death or fu- 
hera!, 

“We will bury her here,” Wright an- 
hounced, and sent out a friend with a 
Message to the sexton of the little neme- 
less cemetery of Hillside valley. 


Averts Face from Dead. 

In the darkened drawing room of the 
Porter residence lay what remained of 
the bodies of the five dead. 

Wright passed through with his face 
“verted from the outspread sheet that 
Covered the flame-scarred body of Mrs. 
Borthwick. 

The body of Emil Brodelle was taken 
to the home in Milwaukee today by Clar-

„No,“ he answered slowly. I am only 
here to take the bodies of my children 
home for cremation. You may say, how- 
ever, there will be no funeral, either 
here or in Chicago. Concerning Mrs. 
Borthwick you must talk te—to some 
one else.“ 

He deliberated and did not utter the

Economical Housekeeping

It ia not common to find families that 
have this fish with the old time frequency, 
One reason for this is that the mackerel 
tribe is fast disappearing, according to 
the most reliable reports, and it ia but 
amall fry as compared with former times 
that gets into pickle, 

A grocery but just now advertises, 
„Large white salt mackerel, one pound 
fish.’ Look in the cook books of twenty 
years ago, and the direction quite uni- 
kormly ia if weight is mentioned, Take 
a three pound mackerel.” 

There is no way of cooking sah mack- 
erel, probably, that is quite equal to that 
of dbakiug it in rich milk, or, better yet, 
in cream, whether it is soaked for a long 
er a shorter time, 

To prepare salt mackerel for codk- 


grains of salt in washing, and scrape off 
any black skin or other refuse. Wash 
in several waters and then put to soak, 
the cut side down, skin up. Soak forty- 
eight hours, changing water once. Most 
reople soak only fora night, while some 
who like it extremely salt, for a few 
hours only, but it takes long soaking to 
soften the fibers of the fish. Take out 
of water, rinse and wipe dry before 
baking or broiling. 

Baked Salt Mackerel.— Remove the 
spinal bones and put in a tin plate or 
baking pan of the right size, skin down, 
and cover with very rich milk or cream. 
Cook until a brown crust forms on the 
milk, which probably will be in about 
twenty-five minutes, with a moderately 
hot fire. When the fish Is preferred very 
salt it may be soaked two hours, partly 
cooked in milk, which is then poured off, 
and hot cream added for the finish. The 
flesh will seem much softer cooked in this 
way than when it is boiled in water. 

Brolled Salt Mackerel.—Rub the well 
suaked fish with olive oil or butter and 
cook under the broiler. The fish puffs up 
well, but unless it has been well soaked 


each fiber of the flesh is loaded with salt.

VISIT CHICAGO? 


Henry W. Lea Starts Tiff 5 
Saying Symbol Was | 
Wrong Place. 


— 
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EXPLORER NEVER HERE 


Henry W. Lee, editor and owner of the 
Calumet Record, with ambitions toward 
history, hes started a neat little contro- 
versy about the voyage of Pere Mar- 
quette and his Jesuite up the Chicago! 
river in 1673. 

The fact that the mahogany cross 
erected to the memory of Marquette and 
Jovet haa been stolen from the site of 
their supposed landing in Chicago—at 
South Robey street and the south branch 
makes the dispute none the less interest- 
ing. 

The Transactions of the Hines State 
Historical Society during the year 1912 
has just been issued. It contains, among 
other articles, one by Henry W. Lee, en- 
titled The Calumet Portage. 


What Mr. Lee Says. 

Mr. Lee remarks casually on page I as 
follows: 

“On the Chicage and Alton is the 
Marquette Monument,’ erected to mark 
the first landing of Marquette after be- 
ing Griven by the spring flood from the 
cabin where he had spent the winter of 
1674-75. The monument is a fine tribute 
to the public spirited policy of the rall- 
road, and it is unfortunate that slipshod 
historians should have been responsible | 
for euch a mistake. In all probability 
Father Marquette never saw the Chicago 
river, except its mouth in passing. 

“ Baqually culpabie are these same silip- 
shod historians who misied the Chicago 
Association of Commerce in 1907 to erect 
a mahogany cross to the memory of Fu- 
ther Marquette at the foot of Blue Island 
avenue, on the drainage canal These 
acts, highly praiseworthy in themselves, 
serve only to emphasize the importance of 
honest research and historical accuracy.“ 


Remarks Bring Comment. 

Mr. Lee’s remarks occasioned comment 
from Miss Caroline MclIivaine and Clar- 
ence A. Burley of the Chicggo Historical 
society, but it ie the Rev. Father Henry 
F. Spaulding of Loyola university with 
whom Mr. Lee must contend?” © 

Mise McIlvaine declared Mr. Lee was 
interested in the people of Calumet, and 
that the people of Calumet were more or 
less interested in Mr. Lee, and that it 
seemed to her as though the historian of 
the Calumet were trying to get all the 
giory for his people. 

Mr. Burley believed Mr. Lee was wrong, 
bat had no data to prove it. There were 
indications, he said, that Marquette and 
his party had spent a winter in Chicago

Calls Lee Wrong.

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WAR HAS EFFECT 
ON U.S. POLITICS 


Democrats Will Get Benefit 
of Support They Might 
Have Lost. 


SOME ISSUES ARE ENDED 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.—[Special.] 
— When it comes to estimating the effect 
which the European war will have on 
things American, there is no aggregation 
of persons doing more figuring than the 
politicians of these United States. 

Right here it is timely to recall to the 
memories of the readers of war extras 
that there is an election of senators and 
representatives in congress scheduled for 
Nov. 3 next. Primaries are now in 
progress, but judging by the amount of 
space the results of the contests are be- 
ing given by the newspapers, one would 
say that folks have forgotten all about 
the existence of domestic politics. 

But, although half the world is at war 
and the other half suffering more or leas 
from the calamity, American politicians 
have not forgotten the great Yankee war 
of peace—the battles of the ballots. 


Many Issues Blotted Out. 

Little more than a fortnight ago these 
congressional and state political contests 
loomed up as the biggest forthcoming 
events in this country, always excepting 
a four-eleven alarm of fire in the Mex- 
ican house. Each party bad its paramount 
issue and several subo.dinate issues on 
which it intended to talk down all other 
parties in the judgment ol the peopie. 

Before the war started the Democratic 
party was fighting an uphill battle on the 
defensive. 

But, with the firat effects of the war 
visible in this country the entire political 
situation changed. The Democratic lead- 
ers met the calamity howling of the op- 
position with assertions that prosperity, 
under the guidance of the Wilson admin- 
istration, was on the way and about to 
be realised when the war upset American 
business, Surely you could not blame the 
Democrats for hard times produced by 
the war, they said, 

Algo they asserted that the Democratic 
tariff had proved itself a success and it 
would have produced sufficient revenue 
for the needs of the government had it 
not been for the tremendous curtailment 
of imports resulting from the war. But 
for the war the emergency revenue legis- 
lation, now before congress, would not 
have been necessary. 

Would Not Change Control. 

Finally the Democratic leaders decided 
to take advantage of the war to further 
their political fortunes. Word has gone 
out to Democratic spellbinders through- 
out the country to appeal to the people 
to retain the Democrats in power in all 
branches of the government in order that 
President Wilson may be unfettered by 
congress in carrying out measures for 
the protection of the republic from the 
menace of the Buropean struggle. 

Soon the Democratic stump speakers 
will be calling upon the voters to send a 
Democratic majority beck to the senate 
and house in order that there may be 
unity of action instead of discord in the 
government in the hour of foreign peril. 

The Democratic leaders are convinced 
that this argument will have a tremen- 
douse effect on the people and Republicans 
and Progressives concede that there ig 
a certain amount of justification im this 
expectation. The people naturally rajly 
to the support of an administration in 
any crisis for which the admimistration 
is not responsibdlie.

He 
was deeply wounded. He glared at the 
Russian musicians as they enthusiastic- 
ally commented on the glorious signifi- 
cance of the march. 


Belgiar. Grits His Teeth. 

Johanns Sehreuers, the lone Belgian in 
the orchestra, gritted Ais teeth as the 
musicians next swept through Die 
Wacht Am Rhein.” Several Germans 
snapped the strings on their violins while 
playing La Marseillaise.” 

Arguments arose as soon as the con- 
cert was ended. It is too much for a- 
Frenchman to- be asked to play Die 
Wacht Am Rhein.” Parbleu! Donner 
und Blitzen! Is it not just as great an 
insult for « German to play the Mar- 
seillaise? And Tschaikowsky? Bah! 
Why should a loyal subject of the Czar 
be asked to forget his native land so far 
as to immortalize the names of Wagner 
and Berlioz? Sacre nom de petite cochon! 
We are with the Russians in the present 
war, but why should they gloat over the 
defeat of our great Napoleon? 

And so the air was biue with mon 
dteus, Gott In Himmels and Rus 
sian unspellable expletives. Quarreis 
arose between guttural Germans, biatant 
Belgians, roaring Russiana, and fluent 
French. Internal strife, fanned by pa- 
triotic fervor, threatened to disrupt the 
organization. 


Hold Peace Conference. 

A peace conference was held yesterday. 
About 75 per cent of the musicians are 
Germane and ten per cent are Austrians. 
The remainder are French, Geigians and 
Russiann. The Germans and Austrians 
were represented by Alfred Quensel, 
Bruno Steindel and Hans Stoeber. Bar- 
telli poke for his country and Schreuers 
for Belgium. Julius Foreman, Alexander 
Zukowsky and Harry Weisbach, the con- 
cert meiser, upbeld the Russians. 

And so it has been decided no more pa- 
triotic airs of Russia, Germany, Austria, 
Belgium or France will be included in the 
orchestra's programs for the balance of 
the season, that ie, as long as the war 
lasts. And Henric! Bartelli is happy, and 
the Germans are placid. 


SICILIAN SLAIN IN. STREET 
BY REVOLVER SHOT IN BACK. 


Frank Demarce Killed and Second 
Man Wounded by Assailant 
Whose Identity Is Not Learned. 


Frank Demarco of 1015 Townsend street 
stepped out of his house lastevening. He 
carried a bucket in his hand and was 
whistling a Siciliam boatmen’s air. He 
swung the bucket to and fro to the lilt 
of the song as he started for the corner 
saloon to get it filled with beer. 

From somewhere in back of him was 
heard a revolver shot. The bullet struck 
him squarely in the back of the head and 
he dropped to the sidewalk lifeless. A 
second shot came as he fell and George 
Griff of 417 Tilden street, who was walk- 
ing ahead of Demarco, felt a stinging 
sensation in his right hand 

He wheeled and saw Demarco lying on 
the sidewalk. He looked in every direc- 
tion for the assailant. He failed to find 
him, but even as he looked excited 
Sicilians began to pour out of base- 
ments and front doors. 

When the police arrived a crowd had 
gathered around the body and Griff 
was wrapping a handkerchief around his 
wounded hand. Demaroose wife was 
weeping over the body of her husband. 
She shrieked as the police carried the body 
away. She was unable to say whether or 
not her husband had any enemies. She 
had not seen the murderer, she said. 
Neither had any one else in the crowd. 

The police were even unable to learn 
where the assailant stood or hid when he 
firea the shot. Griff said he could not 
tell exactly from what direction the bul- 
lets came. No revolver was found. 

The police took the body to a morgue 
and carried Griff to the emergency hoe-

It was as tiresome an exhibition of base-

The 
second game was the playoff of the messy 
four and a half exhibition of stalling 
staged last Thursday. 
It should have been finished that after- 
noon with the White Sox winners, and 
the Chicago crowd would have been off 
for the east tonight om an early train. 
As it turned out the Sox lost that game, 
missed the early train, and now must 
spend two nights on the road, arriving 
in Boston a little before noon Tuesday. 


Games Drag; Fans Leave. 

The games today dragged fearfully. 
It required two hours and twenty minutes 
to complete the first one and two hours 
and thirty-five minutes for the second. 
At least half of the spectators had left 
the grounde by the time the second one 
was half finished. 

There was so much wrangling among 
players and umpires that a lot of time 
was wasted. Of course in the second 
game it took time for so many piayers to 
run around the bases and also to make 80 
many changes in pitchers. Callahan had 
four of his pitching stars on the rubber 
in the fray, while St. Louis had two. 


Cicotte Wins Opener.
